Today, when the Tri-State Eclectic 
Medical and Surgical societies of Wis- 
consin, Illinois, and Michigan open a 
three day convention in the Hotel Sher- 
man, Dr. Edward P. Robinson of New 
York will read a paper on “A Biologic 
Discovery of the Cause of Cancer and 
Its Extermination in Ten Years.” 

Dr. Charles Woodward, president of 
the Illinois State Eclectic Medical so- 
ciety, explained the Robinson theory 
briefly last night. A reduction of the 
amount of potassium in one’s system, 
he said, results in a weakening of the 
cells, and eventually in cancer. Salt 
destroys potassium. Therefore, by cut- 
ting down the amount of salt con- 
sumed the system is given a chance 
to recoup its potassium loss. Thus, in 
time, cancer is cured. 

“This is the first logical cause of 
eancer offered in which the adminis- 
trative application of the displaced 
constituent substantiates the discov- 
ery,” declared Dr. Woodward.

Another paragraph is in the nature 
of a discriminating duty provision.

The President is not required in all

UNCLE SAM MAY 
OPEN PURSE TO 
SAVE STOCKMEN 


Washington, D. C., June 5.—([Spe- 
cial.}—Special relief for the stock rais- 
ing industry in the form of legislation 
authorizing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to make available to the. War 
Finance corporation $50,000,000, to be 
used in advances on live stock paper, 
was recommended today od the federal 
reserve board. 

Gov. W. P. G. Harding of the board, 
in announcing the recommendation, 
declared that, while the general credit 
situation has eased to a great extent, 
the stock raising industry is in urgent 
need of additional credit facilities. 

The board is opposed to the exte 
sion of the present six months’ limi 
tion on live stock paper eligible for 
rediscount at federal reserve banks, 
which Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon was inclined to fator. The lan 
approved by the board has been con- 
curred in by Secretary Mellon. Under 
the e the War Finance corpora- 
tion would be able to make advances 
for a longer period than six m6nths.
